There may be some ju.stification i 
for t)iis contention, but it is evident that 
there arè numerous other Campus activi- 
ties (hat also absorb much more time than 
tlie outsider could pcseibly estimate. 

The Faculty has stepped in again this 
year, but in a different way. The advent 
of Profe.s.sor Hatcher, Howal anri Waugh 
to thoJlIoysoJIall stage in capacities some- 
^^.•hat different from the purely academic 
Mems to indicate that professorial interest 
in the Revue is changing from one of in- 
difference and critici.sm to an interest 
prompted by a desire to make the show a 
success. Co-operation from the Faculty 
has been rc^ccived before, particularly from 
the English Department, but the latest 
move of the Staff in the form of personal 
appearances in the Revue augurs well for 
a more sympathetic attitude. 

The Red and White Revue, like many 
other college activities, Jiaa its defects as 
well as its merits; and it seems to have 
established itself as a permanent in.stitu- 
tion on the Campus in spite of the contro- 
versy a year or two ago.
